U.S. Planes Search 
Ocean; Ships Pick Up 
4 Survivors, 4 Dead 


LONDON <Pi—U. S. Air Force 
planes roared off British fields in 
dismal weal her today to continue 
the desperate search for 15 Ameri­ 
can airm en still missing in the 
icy North Atlantic. 
Surface ships were en route to 
British ports with four survivors 
and four bodies, the rest of the 
23 men aboard a giant RB36 recon­ 
naissance bomber when it went 
down before dawn yesterday south 
of Iceland with 5 of its engines 
ablaze. 
The survivors and the bodies 
were picked up from lifeboats and 
one-man dinghies after planes di­ 
rected the ships to the area. 
Heavy fog delayed the takeoff 
of the first daylight search flight 
of 25 planes until 9 a. rn. today 
but the weather was expected to 
clear later.

In the Governors Conference not in Seattle 
President Eisenhower was describing his idea 
of what a government executive should do be­ 
sides routine administration. 
He has the responsibility, in President Eisen­ 
hower’s judgment .of “ informing his own com­ 
monwealth. his own state about. . . major 
problems.” 
“He has the chore,” said the President, “ of 
trying to inform the people . . . so they will in 
turn support reasonable program s nationally as 
well as statewide.” 
This is a neglected concept of public leader­ 
ship. It is a concept which is controversial 
when practiced, as President Eisenhower dis­ 
covered in hi* Dartmouth College speech last 
June, when he expressed his views on “ book 
burning.” 
But it is a concept vital to the health of a 
republic, whose citizens rely on leadership to 
voice their aspirations and their views. Great 
dam age has been done to representative gov­ 
ernm ent by the view that public leaders should 
consult their mail or m easure the pressure of 
lobbyists to learn what they are thinking from 
day to day. 
The duty of official leadership is to lead and 
to stand or fall on the wisdom of its leading— 
to enter into conflict with other leaders when­ 
ever necessary—to stimulate 
public 
thought 
and discussion. 
Without that kind of official leadership, a 
representative 
government 
represents 
either 
public confusion or apathy, depending on wheth­ 
er the public is being misled by bad leaders 
or not being led at all.

I cited example after example 
of his avoidance of political ex­ 
pediencies that would have made 
it possible to reach

White 
House and then he could do as he 
pleased. 
I said to him then that his op­ 
ponent. Thomas E. Dewey, is a 
m aster of temporizing. 
Taft exploded in anger. “ I will 
not do it! I will not do it!” he 
shouted. “ When I am wrong, I 
admit it. When I m ake a mistake. 
I say so out in public. But I shall 
not cheapen m y y lf for any of­ 
fice.”

• 
HE NEVER did. It is astonish­ 
ing how often the opportunity was 
offered Taft to make the kind of 
compromise 
that 
gets 
a 
man 
ahead but soils his soul. 
That is why the businessmen 
turned from Taft to Eisenhower 
in 
1951, 
when 
they 
m ade ex­ 
cursions to Paris to look over the 
new man that Thomas E. Dewey 
had brought into the arena. They 
said that T aft was mulish. 
I remem her having quite a row 
one night with a 
group of big 
industrialists, some of whom are 
now whispering, “ Ike isn’t what 
we thought he w as.” 
Of course, he is not; 
nobody 
could be. These businessmen who 
financed the effort against Taft 
for the 1952 convention wanted a 
president 
who 
would 
be 
their 
president, their man. 
They dislike independence and 
Taft was nobody’s foreman. 
In spite of the fact that Bob 
Taft and H arry Byrd had saved 
the necks of 
these 
businessmen 
dozens of times, they turned on 
Taft. 


THEIR EXCUSE was that he 
could not be elected. Dewey had 
had two chances and was defeated 
both ti riles. 


What was really feared was not 
that Taft could not be elected but 
that he would be absolutely inde­ 
pendent. That is why they called 
him “ mulish.” 
His knowledge was so immense, 
his m emorv of fact and statistic 
so sure that when m any of these 
businessmen 
and 
their 
lawyers 
tried 
to 
argue 
with 
him 
they 
sounded like children in the pres­ 
ence of a great teacher. They did 
not like that. 
When, during the 1952 conven­ 
tion, m an after m an who had been 
pledged to him had to change his 
position for personal reasons, Taft 
seemed always to understand that 
some men put bread and butter 
above convictions; there was no 
bitterness, no rancour, no recrim ­ 
inations. 
When some who had supported 
his campaign deserted him. he as­ 
sumed that men 
of 
expediency 
would always follow 
the

star. 


BOB TAFT never for a moment 
tolerated bigotry of any kind. 
Some of his friends would tell 
him that the Jew’s of this country 
supported Roosevelt; yet he, Boh 
Taft, had been pro-Zionist since 
his youth. 
He told me that his support or 
opposition to movements had to 
•be unrelated to personal advan­ 
tage. 
He was deeply impressed by the 
I fact that his father had abrogated 
a treaty with Russia because of 
the persecution of the Jews. Thus, 
the Jewish question came early 
into his life. 
He took his stand on a Jewish 
homeland in Palestine before he 
entered politics. 
His objectivity proved costly to 
Taft as a politician. His protest

I paved the wav for opponents to 
I attack him and sm ear his reputa- 


I tion. Yet, he knew that he was 
right and events have proved his 
position to have been right. 


SIMILARLY, m any of his early 
assumptions concerning our 
for­ 
eign policy have since proved to 
have been correct. 
Logic is not too highly prized 
in politics and the logical person 


i is often not the most popular man. 
Bob Taft never tried to become 
popular at the price of logic. 
I 
Yet those who knew him inti­ 
mately 
stuck 
by 
him 
through 
! every defeat. 
In the formation of the Republi­ 
can - Southern Democratic coali­ 
tion, he displayed the highest quali­ 
ties of statesmanship, for without 
it. the Congress might have fallen 
into the pitfalls of a one - party 
operation.

When it was established that they had noth­ 
ing further to fear, they began to stall, until 
bv the end of the long stalem ate at Panmunjom 
they actually held the upper hand. When the 
w ar ended, they were driving back the Eighth 
Army. 
That is the background for the beginning 
of negotiations to bring peace. There will be 
no progress without pressure. There can be no 
hope of progress without pressure. 
Unless it is being applied in some way not 
clear to the American people, the Korean truce 
is destined to be the buildup for a letdown.

The 
other joined with the Red Army, 
now the political power inside Rus­ 
sia for the first time. 
But none of the specialists here 
believe that B eria’s followers gave 
up without a running bloody battle.

All those persons who have been ’ 
denouncing congressional commit­ 
tee investigations and their proce­ 
dures m ay be shocked to learn that 
the biggest tax scandal in recent 
years has just been exposed by a 
subcommittee of the House Ways 
and Means Committee.

Committee in 1948. is an attorney 
in Washington with a practice in 
tax cases. 
He was revealed on Monday be- \ 
fore the House Committee as hav­ 
ing been paid $65,000 in cash by 
William S. Lasdon. a drug m anu­ 
facturer whose own attorneys had 
told him that they couldn’t per­

whole story 
Out of the $65,000. a contribution 
of $30,000 was given to the Demo­ 
cratic National campaign fund to 
help elect Truman. 
Mayock says the party needed 
funds badly. 
He says he knew it was illegal 
for an individual to donate $30,000 
to a presidential campaign fund. '

Also, it is nut common practice 
for tax cases to be expedited to set­ 
tlement unless some important in­ 
fluence is exerted. 
The m erits of the issues in the 
tax case arc m atters that tax law­ 
yers or judges would have to de­ 
cide. But it d<x‘s seem strange that 
conclusions reached by the tech­ 
nical staff of tile Bureau of Inter­ 
nal Revenue were reversed even 
though they had been accepted as 
probably correct by the client's reg­ 
ular lawyers, who didn't see fit to 


take it to the U S tax court. They 
could have tiled an appeal if they 
thought they had a good case. 
Lasdon said he was told how he 
could get a favorable settlement, 
and he paid the money to the 
lawyer in Washington who had the 
influence to get something d o n e 
that 
his own 
attorneys couldn't 
accomplish. 
The whole affair smells b a d . 
Explanations will have to be forth­ 
coming from all who were directly 
or indirectly concerned.

Agenda For Peace 


It is this column's prediction that the comm* 
U N. session on Korea will run something like 
this: 
I.—The meeting of the General Assembly will 
be preceded by a roll call of the interpreters 
and a check to see if all have shown up and 
are fit and ready for the new ordeal. 
The chair will call the meeting to order, sug­ 
gesting that all m em bers w ear iron helmets 
and volunteer to serve for the duration of the 
peace talks. 
2—A proposal that delegates 
refrain from 
digging trenches or dugouts in the floors and 
walls of the meeting hall will be m ade and 
tabled. 
3—The chair will explain that the purpose of 
the session is to reach an agreem ent on a 
peaceful settlement in Korea. 
The words “ peaceful settlem ent” will not be 
out of his mouth before a hostile mood will 
settle over the premises. 
4—Meeting will be interrupted by w'ord that 
all but two on the staff employed to convey 
complaints of truce violations from the Com­ 
mies have broken down, and that it will be 
necessary to employ mule trains. 


5—There will be word that the Polish and 
Czech m em bers of the “ neutral commission” in 
Korea have opened combat with the Sw'iss and 
Swedish members. 
Russia wall claim that the Swedes and Swiss 
entered Korea illegally as tools of Wall Street. 
6—Things will look bad. but the Indian dele­ 
gation wall urge patience and suggest the nam ­ 
ing of a neutral board to investigate the neutral 
board. 
7—Britain will express extrem e annoyance at 
the way the proceedings are holding up British 
trade with the enemy. 
8—Somebody will notice that the 90-day pe­ 
riod has just about elapsed during the de­ 
bates so far. 
The Commies will deny anything was ever 
said about 90 days. 
Russia will again dem and that Red China be 
seated or the whole peace negotiations be called 
on account of darkness. The darkness will be 
attributed to imperialism. 
9—It will be found that so m any complaints 
of truce violations have come in from the Com­ 
mies that U N. has had to lease the basem ent 
of Madison Square Garden to file the allega­ 
tions.

Pork Prices Come Down 
You’ll Be Able To Eat 
‘High On The Hog’ Now 


By Th* Associated Press 
You’ll be able to eat “high on 
the hog” this week—pork prices 
have finally come down from their 
lofty peaks of recent weeks. 
Pork hasn’t declined everywhere, 
but generally speaking, weekend 
shoppers will find price tags con­ 
siderably lower than a week ago. 
A leading chain cites these re­ 
ductions: In Boston, Philadelphia 
and Chicago, center cut pork chops 
are down IO cents a pound, in Los 
Angeles l l cents, in Ne^ York and 
Jacksonville 14 cents and in De­ 
troit 20 cents. 
Pork loins and smoked hams al­ 
so will be featured this weekend. 
You may find lamb prices some­ 
what lower, too, depending on 
where you live. Many stores will 
keep prices at the same levels as 
a week ago, but in some instances, 
leg 
of lamb 
will 
be 
2 to IO 
cents a pound cheaper and shoul­ 
der roast a few cents off. Lower 
wholesale costs may presage fur­ 
ther declines next week. 
By and large, beef prices will 
be about the same.. Rib roast will 
be featured in some stores but will 
be slightly higher in others. 
Other beef items mentioned as 
specials for the weekend includ­ 
ed chuck roast, ground beef, cube 
(steak and beef liver. 
Frying and roasting chickens will 
be features in some places, with 
reductions of from one to as much 
as six cents a pound. 
Among fish mentioned as good 
buys were fresh cod fillet, frozen 
sliced halibut and smelt. 
Butter and egg prices will be 
much the same as a week ago, 
but here and there eggs will be a 


couple of cents cheaper per dozen. 
Butter prices have not taken a 
summer upturn because produc­ 
tion has been high. Trade sources 
said butter would be much cheaper 
if it were not for government sup­ 
ports. 
The best buys in vegetables: 
Onions, cabbage, celery and egg­ 
plant. Food men said moderately 
good buys 
included 
cucumbers, 
beans, carrots, peppers and spin­ 
ach. Vegetables going higher this 
week included cauliflower, corn, 
I lettuce, peas and tomatoes. 
Fruit prices were lower on the 
produce markets, but the experts 
said there were no bargains. They 
mentioned peaches as the best buy 
in fruit, observing that that fruit 
was about as low as it was likely 
to get this season. 
Fruits c o m i n g down a bit in 
price included California and Flor­ 
ida oranges, seedless grapes and 
bartlett pears. Pears were featured 
in some retail stores. 


Geft-Lipped Children 
Often Over-Protected 
CHICAGO — Parents of children 
born with a cleft lip or cleft pal­ 
ate often need more treatment 
than the children, according to a 
leading dental scientist. 
“The over-protection which the 
average mother gives the patient 
is as great a hazard for the in­ 
dividual’s future life as the deform­ 
ity itself,’’ said Dr. Herbert K. 
Cooper, director of the Lancaster 
(Pa.) Cleft Palate Clinic. 
Dr. Cooper said in the Journal 
of the American Dental Associa­ 
tion that a psychologist should vis­ 
it parents of the 
afflicted child 
“from time to time to emphasize 
the importance of adopting a pro­ 
per attitude for the child.” 
In many cases “it is the parents 
who are suffering from 
trauma, 
not the child,” he said. 


Hybrid Grass Developed 
Rich In Carbohydrates 
STARKVILLE. M i s s.—Officials 
are keeping their fingers crossed 
on a new cattle food—a hybrid of 
(Johnson grass and sorghum. 
“It looks so good we’re afraid 
to make any promises,” says Dr. 
H. W. Bennett, agronomist head­ 
ing the experiments at Mississippi 
State College here. 
It will be at least 18 months be­ 
fore the seed can go on sale. Ben­ 
nett says extensive tests must still 


be made to find shortcomings. 
The hybrid, like Johnson grass, 
comes up year after year with one 
planting and is rich in carbohy­ 
drates. L i k e sorghum, the stalks 
are sweet, and cattle love it. 
It outgrows both its parents, of­ 
ten reaching a height of 14 feet. 
Johnson grass usually hits f o u r 
feet, and sorghum eight feet. 
The h y b r i d does best when 
planted in clay type, fairly fertile 
soils — the same type in which 
Johnson grass grows. 
Bennett says several “buts” still 
to be studied may cause the com­ 


mercial yield to fall below exp ec­ 
tations. 
“The stalks grow so thick that 
it may be difficult to harvest them 
with present machinery,” he said. 
The hybrid has other drawbacks, 
too. It has the same type diseases 
as sorghum plus some others. If it 
is grown in Johnson grass areas 
the seed may s t a r t “ swinging 
back” toward Johnson grass. Mo­ 
lasses from the hybrid tastes “like 
cough medicine.”

W. F. Chaney, 
said she had been suffering with 
a nervous disorder. 
Carr said the mother told him 
she had repeatedly asked her fam­ 
ily to send her to a mental insti­ 
tution. and had told her husband 
she was going to kill herself. 
She said she had worried about 
leaving the children to be "pushed 
around.” 
When the children called to her 
to join them in play, she picked 
up her father’s razor, went up­ 
stairs and Killed them. Carr said 
the mother related. 
Hosea Griftin, 16-year-old brother 
of the woman said he saw blood 
dripping from the ceiling of the liv­ 
ing room when he returned to the 
house. 
The youth ran to the upper floor 
and found the bodies of the chil­ 


dren on th" floor The mother lay 
among them, still clutching the 
razor. 


Carr said Mrs. Griffin told her 
father. “ I killed my children so 
they would go to heaven. I couldn’t 
leave them behind.” 


^Irs. Griffin came home about 
a month aga from Detroit where 
her husband Arnold. 28. works in 
an auto plant 


Carr said he asked the woman if 
she realized after killing the first 
child that sne was "doing some­ 
thing terrible wrong.” 


He said she replied: "No. I was 
going to go through with it.” 


Mrs. Gritfin was charged with 
three counts of murder and a guard 
placed at her bedside, the coroner 
said. • 


Most Bicycle Accidents 
Occur During Summer 


CHICAGO—The American Medi­ 


cal Association reports that bicycle 


accidents are killing about 600 per­ 
sons a year. 
The association said in an edi­ 
torial in the Ju ly issue of its Jour­ 
nal that 70 per cent of the victims 


are girls and boys between 5 and 


19 years old. 


Between the ages of IO to 14 


years, the association found, more 


girls were killed than boys. 


"This indicates that young girls, 
like young boys. are frequently too 
venturesome," the editorial said. 
"There was, however, an appreci­ 
able number of deaths even among 


older cyclists ” 
Two-thirds of the bicycle acci­ 
dents occured between M ay and 
October. Eighty per ceiW of the 
deaths involved collision w i t h a 
motor vehicle, the article said. 
The editorial appealed to parents 
and the schools to teach bicycle 
safety. It asked that drivers 
be 
made more aware of the danger 
to bicyclists.

TAIPEH, Formosa UP — Chinese 
Nationalist n a v a l headquarters 
said today the 9,260-ton steamer 
Marilu, of Czechoslovakian regis­ 
try, was intercepted off the Red 
China coast last Friday and taken 
to the Formosa port of Keelung.

But. since they’ve m^de a prac­ 
tice of doubletalk, the note’s pur­ 
pose was probably to confuse, not 
enlighten. The State Department 
is trying now to decide what it 
m eans. 
The 
Russians 
have 
controlled 
E ast Germ any completely for the 
eight years since World War IL 
That would seem tim e enough to 
crush the E ast G erm ans’ spirit and 
discipline them under communism 
if they could not be won over to it. 
At the end of the eight years, 
the E ast Germ ans—through riots, 
defiance 
in 
accepting 
American 
food, and desertions from the po­ 
lice and Army—have demonstrated 
neither discipline nor love. 
This might be enough to shake 
some of the Russians’ confidence 
in them selves, particularly since 
they’re trying to feel their way 
under a new regime at home. 
The Russians have consistently 
brushed aside suggestions by this 
country and its big Western allies 
that E ast and West Germany be 
allowed to hold free elections for 
a single Germ an government. 
W’ith the hatred expressed by the 
E ast Germ ans in recent weeks, the 
Russians must feel even less in­ 
clination than ever to permit them 
to unite with the West Germ ans 
whose present government is pro- 
Western. It seems impossible that 
the Communists would consent to 
free Germ an elections or unifica­ 
tion in the foreseeable future. 
The United States has repeatedly 
urged the Russians to agree on 
those two points until this summer. 
The last time the State Depart­ 
ment made the proposal wras in 
Septem ber 1952. The Russians nev­ 
er answered. 
But in July, Secretary of State 
j Dulles met here with the foreign 
j m inisters of Britain and France. 
On July 15 they sent the Russians 
a note suggesting that they and 
: the Russian foreign minister meet 
to consider German unification and 
free elections. 
The Western Powers could hard­ 
ly lose with such a note, even if 
the Russians didn’t answer. The 
proposal at least might win sup­ 
port for Chincellor Konrad Aden­ 
auer in the West Germ an elections 
of Sept. 6. 
Adenauer has worked with the 
Western nations and it would be 
to their benefit for him to win. 
He has run into some intense oppo­ 
sition in Western Germ any, which 
might indicate something else not 
at all visible now'; 
That if Germany ever did get 
reunited it might not tie up with 
either camp for a long time but 
try to play off the West against 
[Russia, or the other way around, 
strictly for the good of Germ any. 


Tuesday night Russia responded 
to the Western proposal with a 
vague and rambling note which in­ 
dicated — or so it seemed—that

CLEVELAND UPI—Youngstown’s 
police chief can arrest dealers who 
sell what 
he considers 
smutty 
books, but he must then let a court 
decide whether the books are ob­ 
jectionable. 
This ruling by Federal Judge 
Charles J. McNamee yesterday 
virtually 
outlawed 
Police 
Chief 


Edward J. Allen’s list of banned 
literature and brought a partial 
victory to one of the world’s big­ 
gest publishers of paper-backed 
books. 
The judge ordered Allen to stop 
threatening book dealers with ar­ 
rest and prosecution. Allen can 
make arrests, but only a competent 
court can pass on the obscenity of 


a book, the judge held. 
“Freedom cf the press,’’ he said. 
“is not limited to freedom to pub­ 
lish, but includes the liberty to 
circulate publications. . .” 
The New American Library of 
World Literature, which brought 
the complaint against Allen, also 
sought to nave Youngstown's ord­ 
inance against “obscene and im­ 
moral’’ reading m atter declared 
unconstitutional. But Judge Mc­ 
Namee upheld the ordinance. 
Still to be decided was another 
court action in which the publisher 
accused Allen of committing libel 


against it. The publisher asked 
S3.500 damages from Allen and 
S50.000 from the City of Youngs­ 
town. 
The fuss 
started when Allen 
drew up a list of 443 books he 
thought were objectionable and 
ordered dealers not to sell them. 
The list included 39 put out by the 
New York publisher, but Allen 
agreed later that 28 of these could 
stay on the stands.
